b.  (C)  Intelligence. 

(1)  Riysical  Security:  continuous  improvesaunts  of  the  defensivt; 
posture  at  all  locations  within  the  10th  Combat  .vviation  Bittalion  marked 
this  reporting  period.  In  view  of  the  increased  emptiaais  placed  on  base 
defense  by  higher  headquarters,  all  units  have  been  directed  to  survey 
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thfcip  dofonsivti  purijnuttrs  in  an  offort  to  upgrade  the  offuctivencas  of 
such  defenses* 

(2)  intelligence  ’.nd  Countorintulligencu:  During  thi''.  qu''rter 
'*'tticks  on  friendly  installations  have  been  initiated  moatly  by  local 
forcos  VC.  There'  have  bjon  8  attacKS  on  the  155th  ..nC  inatrllation  at  B.'Ji 
Me  Thuot  during  this  period:  5  r..ortar,  two  I22nn  rocket,  and  one  75nin 
rucoilless  rifle  attack.  .>t  tines  these  attacks  h' ve  been  ■".cconip'jiied 
by  smill  arms  fire.  <>  moderate  anount  of  damage  has  been  done  by  these 
attacks.  The  latter  portion  of  tii^  reporting  period  h  .s  been  accomp.anie-d 
by  a  reduction  in  e'ne-my  attacks,  i'his  is  mainly  attributed  to  more 
effective  utilization  of  fLare  ships.  In  tne  Ban  fn.  I'huot  area  the  arrival 
of  a  brigade  of  the  4th  Infantry  Division  has  resu-teU  in  a  ducrcase  of 
eneiior  activity  of  this  sort.  Thu  enemy  is  still  capable  of  small  scale 
harrassxng  and  stand-off  attacks  around  all  areas  and  continues  to  collect 
ta:»8  and  rice  and  spre.-id  propaganda  in  the  respective  .areas. 

e.  (C)  Operation  and  Training  activities. 

(1)  Plans:  j*t  tho  close  of  Uie  reporting  period  the-  10th  Cooibat 
i>victlon  Battalion  (&>B)  is  conaanding  and  coordin.atin^  the-  missions  of 
assigned  units  from  its  base  camp  at  Dong  Ba  Thin,  hVN,  The  Forward  TOC 
returned  from  LZ  Ehgllsh  near  Bong  Son  on  1  June  1968.  On  th.au  data  the 
10th  Ci.B  was  organized  into  five  AriC‘s  and  one  A9IIC  and  assumed  aviation 
control  of  the  southern  portion  of  the  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone,  On  kO 
July  1968  the  Forward  TOC  moved  to  Bao  Loc  to  coordinate  the  activities 
of  the  92nd  *.HC,  192nd  ^.HC,  and  the  243rd  **SHC  in  support  of  -i  task  force 
of  thw  173rd/l01st  Mlrborno.  On  16  July  1968  the  Forward  TOC  returned 

to  Dong  Ba  Thin, 

(2)  Operations:  The  units  of  the  10th  bcaib.t  i.viation  BatUilion 
continue  to  provide  aviation  support  throughout  thv  II  uorps  Tactical 
Zone,  Support  has  been  rendered  to  the  lOlst  ,.ir  C.av.alry  Division,  the 
173x'd  Mirborne  Brig.ade,  the  White  Horse  ROK  Infantry  Division,  the  22ixl/23rd 
nRVK  Division,  5th  Special  Forces,  aixl  Db,.  II  Corps.  Operations  bochlse, 
Bolling,  wad  Walker  torminated  for  the  lOtn  C..B  on  1  June  1968  when  the 
10th  C<,B  T.tOR  wp.s  changed.  17  Kay  1968  the  192nd  uhC  displ.ced  from 
fhan  Thiet  to  fti.an  Rang.  Returning  to  Rian  Tbi«t  on  2?  hay  1763,  the  unit 
then  displactxi  again  on  8  June  to  Dalat;  from  Dalr-.t  to  Bao  Loc  on  19  June 
and  Bao  Loc  to  Rian  Thiet  on  22  June  1968.  On  27  May  1968  tho  92nd  4hC 
displaced  its  entire  complomont  to  Ploiku  in  support  of  the  4th  Infantry 
Division  and  returned  to  Dong  Ba  'Thin  on  10  June  1968,  8  platoon  of  tho 
243rd  .iSHC  returned  from  supporting  the  52nd  C8B  on  16  June  I968.  During 
the  period  20  June  to  16  July  1968,  tho  10th  CAB  operated  a  forward  TOC 

in  support  of  r.  Joint  US  and  «UVN  operation  in  the  Bao  Loc  area.  The 
task  force  consisted  of  two  battalions  from  the  173rd  iiirbome  Brigade, 

2nd  Bn,  44th  Infantry  Division,  a  mobile  strike  force  battalion,  and  an 
•iRVN  Ranger  Bn.  The  aviation  support  was  provided  by  the  10th  CaB  and  "B” 
Troop,  7/17  «ir  Cavalry.  The  mission  of  the  task  force  was  to  find  and 
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dcitroy  cltmento  of  tho  onciny  fJi-6  ho-\dqu:'.rturo  unit,  although  many 
b'isc  cnmpa  md  supplicB  weru  found,  large  scalo  cr^agcmente  were  not 
•\nticip.-'t>,d  nor  rualizod. 

(a)  Operation*  of  the  U9th  Assault  nelicopter  Ccap.ay:  The  4Bth  aHC 
continued  to  support  tho  9th  ROK  Infantry  Division  in  all  *ictivitiu8,  to 
include  daily  resupply,  ea^nt  assaults,  final  oxtr '.ctions,  administrative 
troop  movements,  transporting  VIP’s,  convoy  cover,  roccrjT’iss'.nce  missions, 
and  v.-rious  tactical  wmergoncios.  Becoming  n  part  of  the  10th  Comb<.;t 
Aviation  Battalion  on  1  June  1968,  the  48th  aHC  id  i,.‘w  only  company  witnir. 
tho  10th  CnB  with  a  purely  direct  support  role.  division  sized  conibc'.t 
operation  "BaiuC  MA  6^"  began  on  5  Hny  1968  with  the  first  phase  ending  on 
17  K.ay  1968.  The  second  ph.ase  began  on  26  hay  and  enioa  on  7  June.  L>urj.r.g 
the  two  phass  operation,  the  48th  aHC  completed  two  large  insc;'tions  and 
extractions.  On  those  two  occasions  1402  troeps  and  1254  troops  were 
helilifted  into  combat,  respectively.  Results  of  tnad  oijeration. were  as 
follows:  305  VC  killed  and  4  espturod.  Seized  during  tne  operation:  128 
snL'.ll  arms,  10,775  rounds  of  small  arms  amunition,  109  nand  grcaades,  82 
artillery  shells,  362  documents,  155  pounds  of  TNT,  .and  4,614  pxjunds  of 
food.  On  6  July  1968  the  48th  uriC  pliuvned  and  exscuied  two  regimental 
sized  combat  assaults  80  miles  apart  with  the  he'lp  of  elements  of  thb  otnur 
units  in  the  10th  Ci.B«  The  28th  Regiment,  9ih  ROK  Division,  located  in  thi 
Tuy  Hoa  .area,  conducted  an  assault  on  the  mountains  near  Vung  To  Day  which 
resulted  in  10  enemy  killed  and  the  capture  of  6  small  axma,  17 
grenades,  and  10  kilos  of  rice.  The  30th  Rogiiacnt  conducted  an  assault  on 
the  mountains  located  to  tne  northwest  of  Aian  Rang,  which  resulted  in  44 
ansny  killed  and  the  capture  of  one  radio,  11  weapons,  5  mines,  80  pounds  of 
TNT,  85  documents,  503  kilos  of  food,  plus  small  ai*.as  anrauhition,  grenades 
and  mortar  rounds.,  (Jn  7  July  1968  the  29th  Regiment,  9-h  ROK  Division, 
conducted  on  operation  to  the  mountains  west  of  Nha  Trang.  During  the  two 
phase  operation  s  total  of  1332  troops  were  lifted  into  the  operational 
area.  On  15  July  the  second  phase  of  tho  operation  btgan  a.  final 
treaction  and  reinsertion  of  the  troops  into  the  second  phase  position. 
Results  of  tho  operation  which  ended  on  19  July  were  as  xoilows:  129 
enemy  killed,  2  onesny  captured,  35  small  arms  seized,  and  54  hand  grenades 
found. 

(b)  Operations  of  the  92nd  Assault  Helicopter  Ccupeny:  The  prixnary 
mission  of  the  92nd  ..hC  during  this  quarter  rciouined  general  support  of 
the  11  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  The  unit  participated  in  two  major  operations 
during  the  period.  .These  two  operations  required  the  bulk  of  tho 

units  assets  be  dispLaced  from  its  fixed  base  at  bong  Bn  Thin.  Thu  first 
operation  was  in  support  of  Task  Fbreo  hatthews  In  the  Oak  fo-Dak  Pdk 
area  from  24  hay  through  7  June  1968.  The  socond  operation  in  support  of 
Task  Force  South  was  conducted  in  the  Bao  Loe  area  and  continuus  at  tne 
end  of  the  reporting  period.  Task  Force  Katthows,  comprised  of  the  Ist 
Brigade,  4th  Infantry  Division,  and  the  1st  Brigade,  lOlst  nir  Cavalry 
Division,  engaged  in  offensive  operations  to  counter  the  growing  NVa 
threat  in  the  border  area  west  of  Dak  To  and  Dnk  I\»k.  Thw  92nd  aHC  flew 
combat  assault  and  resupply  missions  out  of  Caup  hoUowoy  at  Pleiku. 
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The  coin  body  of  tho  unit  iaovod  from  Dong  Ba  Thin  to  Plwilcu  in  two  dr.ys* 
Thb  warning  ordur  was  recoivud  on  23  hay  1966 «  ind  the  unit  was  fblly 
operational  rt  Pleiku  on  24  .0600  hoy  1966*  During  the  operation  the  unit 
flew  1,192  hours,  3,845  Qortius,  hauled  175  tons  of  cargo,  lifted  6,113 
troops,  and  nedevacod  8  pci'sonncl.  Task  Force  Soutn,  comprised  of  the 
3rd  Battalion,  506th  Infantry  (101st  i>ir  Cavalry  Division),  the  3rd 
Battalion,  506th  Infantry  ,( 173rd  iiirbome  Brigade),  and  ulem-hts  of  the 
23rd  mRVN  Division,  began  oh  4  July  1968  with  tho  mission  of  destroying 
tho  unoty  in  the  lower  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone*  li^ght  lift  ships  and  4 
gunships  were  committed  daily  in  their  support  and  began  with  the-  in¬ 
sertion  of  1500  troops  into  the  mountainous  .area  to  the  southwest  of  Eao 
Loc.  Daily  missions  included  troop  resupply,  LARP  operations,  snoopy 
operations,  end  company  sized  combat  .assaults.  Un  19  July  1968  most  of 
the  olumunts  wore  extracted  from  the  arua  of  oper  tion  near  Bao'Ioc* 

On  22  July  1968  a  new  area  of.  operation  was  established  and  the  troops 
were  reinserted.  During  this  period  of  the  operation  the  92nd  jiHC-has 
flown  1,412  hours,  3,83o  sorties,  performed  1,352  t.asks,  hauled  1Q5  tons 
of  cargo,  lifte'd  5,692  troips,  and  mudbvaced  5  personnel..  v 

(c)  Operations  of.  the  155th  essault  helicopter  Company:  the  155th 
oHC's  primary  mission  durim^  this  qu<arter  has  been  the  support  of  the 
22nd  arxl  23rd  .JiVIv  Divisions.  Since  Joining  the  10th  Gombit  .iviation 
Bntt.alion  on  1  June  1968,  tho  155th  ..nC  has  flown  pl.itoon  and  oomp.any 
sized  missions ‘In  Riu  Bon,  Plcilqi,  Diu  Yen,  Lam  Dong,  Kontum,  Ninh  Thu  n, 
fuyen  Due,  Binh  Dinh,  and  D.arlac  Provinces.  In  addition  to  the  support 
given  to  ..RVN  divisions  the  company  has  provided  .a  d^ily  sector  air¬ 
craft  to  Quang  Due  and  Darlac  sectors  and  h  s  flown  35  platoon-sieod 
combat  assaults  for  the  5th  SpecL  l  Forces.  Durir^  this  e.uarte|r  a  total 
of  132  combat  assaults  of  both  platoon  'Jid  company  size  h  .ve  been  con¬ 
ducted.  nnzunition  exi^nded  has  been  368,400  rounds  of  7*62,  1,408 
rounds  of  40  no,  and  2,604  rounds  of  2.75“  rockets.  On  11  June  1968 

.an  airmobile,  operation  wr  s  conducted  by  the  use  of  p^.thfinders  and 
minimum  lighting  in  the  landing  zone.  total  of  5OO  troops  were  heli- 

lifttid  into  on  area  14  kilometers  to  the  north  of  Ban  we  i'huot. 

(d)  Opwr-tiens  of  the  192nd.  nssault  helicopter  Company:  Th<.  primary 
mission  of  the  192nd  oSScault  Helicopter  Coinp.any  ruroained  direct  support 
of  the  3/506th  .^lOlst  i.lr  Caval/y  Division)  with  9  lift  snips  and  4  gun- 
ships.  The  ronaindcr  of  the  dally  alloc.ation  was  utilized  in  general 
support  of  the  II  Corps  Tactic.al  Zone...  During  the  montn  of  koy  tho  unit's 
initial  operations  were  mainly  concwmed  with  comb.at  support  missions  in 
support  of  tho  IF  3/5O6  Infantry  in  the  mountains  30  kllostwters'  north¬ 
west  of  Rmn  Thl^yt.  On,  17  Kay  an  advance,  party  was  «.8tlablis^tec(  at:  JPhan 
Rang  nir  force  B&fs*  Tlie^unit  assaulted  the  TF  3/506  Irtihntl^  Frotf  the 
staging  rxea  .at  Song  Kao  airstrip  into  multiple  LZ's'  in  the  southok^ 

Rang  pass.  This  area  of  operation  concluded  on  27  My  1968.  Prepr.ntidns 
were  made  in  o.arly  June  for  the  unit  to  move  to  Dalat  to  participats  in 
operation  Banjo  RoyCe.  The  unit  moved  to  the  field  on  8  June  vi.a  Ub.iF 
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aircraft  md  tstablishvd  a  bniu  comp  at  Con  ly  airfiold  Mhllk.  siiaul'* 
toneously  assaulting  eleinunts  of  the  T?sk  Foroo  into  an  orud  20  kilo* 
meters  southwest  of  Dalai*  On  10  Juno  1968  an  clanant  of  thw  173rd  nir- 
borne  Brigade  net  heavy  reslstame  in  on  area  10  kilonetors  to  the  south 
of  Bao  Loc.  ii  glfontio  night  novo  was  conducted  which  rosultod  in  the 
area  of  operations  being  shifted  to  Bao  Loo*  On  19  June  1966  a  Task 
Force  Headqu' rters  was  estebliehod  in  the  Bao  Loc  area  and  comprised  the 
elements  of  the  173rd  uirbome  Brigade  and  3/506th  Infrjitryt  On  22 
June  1968  the  3/506  Infantry  along  with  the  192nd  mHC  was  rclu'^sed  from 
the  Bao  Loc  area  and  returned  to  ftian  Thlct*.  Ope  it.  cions  with  the  3/506 
Infantry  continue  in  the  Rian  Thiut  area*. 

(o)  Operations  of  the  281st  assault  Helicopter  Cai|iinyc  Th^.  2Blst 
<tHC  continued  in  its  primary  mission  of  general  support  to  the  11  Corps 
Tactical  Zone,  k  secondary  sdssion  during  this  reporting  period  was  the 
direct  support  of  the  Sth  Special  Forces  (Project  Delta)*  That  operation, 
named  Saaaurai  V,  was  conducted  in  the  Hue/Riu  Bai  area  from  18  April  to 
19  hay  1966*  During  that  operation  the  unit  flew  988  hours,'  perfoitt^d  716 
tasks,  flew  1609  sorties,,  lifted  2130  troops,  hauled  32  tons  o^  cargo, 
and  killed  15  enemy.  The  281st  .tnC  perfomud  many  small  operations  in 
support  of  ground  units  in  the  II  Corps  Zone.  On  21  h-.y  1968,  .8  IH'iAi's 
and  2  UH-lC's  wore  in  support  of  General  Westmorel-nd  end  several  ROK 
VIP's  in  the  Ninh  Hoa  area.  On  26  May  11  ‘JH-IH  and  2  UH-IC  were  in. support 
of  the  White  Horse  ROK  Infantry  Division  on  a  ccmbr.t  asb  iult  and  flew  94 
hours,  271  sorties,  and  hauled  835  troops*  On  6  Juno  1968  4  Uh>ln  riid 
2  UH-IC  again  supported  the  White  Horse  Division  on  a  combat  assault  in  ■ 
the  Ninh  Hoa  area  and  flew  43  hours,  139  sorties,  and  lifted  231  troops*. 

On  9  June  1966  6  UH-lH's  and  2  Uh-lC's  sup'ported  the  44th  akW  Division  in 
the  Song  hau  area  and  flew  37  hours,  75  sorties,  and  lifted  171  troops* 

On  10  June  1968  5  UH-ln^s  and  2  UH-lC's  support^  the  22nd  AnVN  Division 
in  tho  Tuy  Hoa  area  and  flew  51  hours,  11^4  tprties,  and  lifted  462  troops* 

On  18  June  1968  5  UH-lH's  and  2  liH-XC's  were,  sent  to  Bao  Loc  ip  support 
elements  of  thu  V506/l01st  «tir  Cavalry  Division  on 'a  cdmbr.t  assault*  On 
24  June  1968  3  IjH*1H's  and  3  UH-lC'fe  were  sent  to  Bon  he  Thuot  to  par* 
ticipate  in  a  ccr.bat  assault  with  B-23,  Sth  Special 'forces,  and  flew  38  hours, 
96  sorties,  .and  lifted  277  p<?.ssengers.  On  4  July  1968  6  UH*lh's  and  3
